T. Whereas it is expedient fo extend to the ter- 
iiteries under the Government of the Fast India 
Company, as well within the Jurisdiction of Her 
Majesty's Courts as elsewhere, the provisions of the 
Statute 8d and 4th William LV Chapter 42, Section 
28, concerning the allowance of interest in certain 
Cased : 





It is, therefore, hereby enacted, that upon all debts 
or sums certain payable at aeeitain time or other- 
wise, the Court before which such debts cr sums 
may be recovered, may, if it shall think fit, allow 
interest to the creditor at a rate not exceeding the 
current rate of interest from the time when such 
debts or sums certain were payable, if such devts or 
sums be payable by virtue of sone written Instrument 
ata certain time, or if payable otherwise, then from 
the time when demand of payment shall have been 
made in writing, so as such demand shall give notice 
to the debtor that interest will be claimed from the 
date of such demand until the term of payment; 
provided that interest shall be payable in all cases 
in which it is now payable by law.

The Ist November was originally chosen as the 
date for awarding Furloughs, because it i ot the com- 
mencement of the favurable Season of the year for the 
voyage to Europe, and it was deemed necessary to 
choose such a date as would give applicants of the 
North Western Provinves tune to mane their arrance- 
ments for the voyage. The date also at the tine when 
it was selected, was the perod of the sear most faver- 
able for returns, fur the favorte pessageeships then 
were thoce of the Hon'ble Company, which, leaving 
England between January and dune, always comple.
